' Sir: 

Applicants' filed a Petition under Rule 37 CFR 1.47 requesting acceptance of the 
declarations of the inventors Nauss and Wolf citing the inability to locate inventors Reid 
and Scheherazade. Applicants are awaiting decision on this petition. 

Since that date, the inventor Reid has been located and a duly executed 
declaration of Reid has been filed in this application.
